Report of the School Board. 


For THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1899. 


At the annual meeting held March 12, 1898, Mr. Henry 
L. Emerson was re-elected as a member of the School 
Board for the ensuing three years. The Board was not 
immediately organized, owing to the sickness of Miss 
Martha A. Putnam, resulting in her death on the 17th 
inst, or only tive days later, being an irreparable loss to the 
Board, to the schools and to the community. She ,was 
an indefatigable worker, in every thing which tended to 
more improved methods of living, of thought, and culture. 
She was a student always from the date of her enrollment 
as a child in the public schools until the day of her death. 
Her knowledge and intimacy with the best literature of 
the day was not excelled. When she furnished a list of 
2000 books to buy from the Newell fund, a Boston pub- 
lisher, whose hfe work was books, said: “It is the best 
selection I ever saw.” She had an intense and conscientious 
interest in whatever she was called upon to perform. Her 
promise must be filled to the letter. She was no more ex- 
acting with others than she was with herself. Her work 
in our schools and for our scholars was that of one who 
had a sacred trust and it must be done faithfully, honestly, 
with a lively sense of her responsibility. In her last sick-

hess she directed that her mineral cabinet, which she had 
worked years to collect, should be given to the Wilton 
High school, and the lone mother, as a tribute of affec- 
tion to the memory of her only child, directed its removal 
to the High school room, handling every specimen sepa- 
rately, placing them as she felt her daughter would have 
done, doubtless feeling that though dead, she still hves a 
help and a benefactress to the students of the future in 
Wilton. 

Mr. L. H. Blood was employed to make the enumera- 
tion of the school children between 5 and 16 years, re- 
porting 174 boys and 171 girls, a total of 345, a gain over 
the previous year of 18 boys and 5 girls, none being re- 
ported under 16 years working in our mills who could not 
read and write the English language, nor any working 
contrary to law, for which the good people of Wilton and 
Mr. Thomas Cooley, truant officers must divide the credit. 

At the close of the summer term of school, Miss Maria 
L. Moore was appointed to serve until the next annual 
meeting, in place of Miss Putnam, when the Board or- 
ganized with Mr. Emerson as chairman, Miss Moore as 
secretary and D.’E. Proctor as treasurer. During the 
early autumn, Miss Mary E. Smiley feeling. and justly, 
too, that singing ought to be taught in our schools, after 
consulting the Board, began a house to house canvass, and 
by hard and persistent effort, succeeded in raising nearly 
two hundred dollars for that purpose. The necessary 
charts and books were bought. Miss Stevenson of Green- 
ville, a thoroughly competent teacher, was employed, and 
the work was begun. Although the expense to the dis- 
trict has been a little more than $100 over the subscrip- 
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tion, the material on hand offsets that, so that the sub- 
scription practically paid the expense. It now remains 
for the district to say whether the results were such that 
it should be continued, and if so to make provision for it. 
Miss Smiley is surely entitled to our thanks for her suc- 
cess in her endeavor to benefit our schools. 

The board thought it advisable under the circumstances 
to change the engine which drives the heating and venti- 
lating machinery in the new school building, replacing it 
with a modern gas engine, for safety and economy, as with 
the former arrangement the engine required constant and 
unremitting care, it being almost impossible for the jani- 
tor to leave it so that he could attend to his other duties. 
Mr. McKay gave it strict attention and his daugliter was 
in the school rooms to do the work required there. Mr. 
McKay was a faithful, hardworking man, always at his 
post, and may his constancy and fidelity be an inspiration 
to us to more fully follow his example of strict attention 
to whatever he had to do. Some dissatisfaction has-been 
expressed in regard to the heating, apparatus. There is no 
question but what the heat at times has been unequally 
distributed, nor is there any question in the mind of the 
writer but what steam heat could be more easily managed 
in a large building like this than any hot air arrangement 
that has yet been devised, as steam in pipes has got to go 
where sent without regard to the points from which the 
wind may blow, which undoubtedly more or less affects all 
hot air arrangements. 

Regarding our schools we feel that we can report com- 
mendable progress. That our schools have advanced to a 
higher plane than they have occupied heretofore. That 


our teachers have been faithful, painstaking and conscien- 
tious in their work. That our scholars have made a sub- 
stantial advance. Yet granting all these we cannot say 
we have reached perfection. Satisfaction and content- 
ment always brings retrogression; dissatisfaction is the 
only hope of improvement. There should be no_ back- 
ward step in school work. The march is onward and up- 
ward to better methods, higher standards. When one po- 
sition is attained it ought to be a greater incentive to oc- 
cupy a still more advanced position. 

We recognize the fact that some feel that many new 
fangled notions are obtaining in our schools of doubtful 
utility and sigh for those good old times of the three “R’s,” 
reading, riting and rithmetic, and that eight weeks a year, 
under their sway and the master’s club and rod, was more 
to be desired than 80 weeks under our present system, 
yet they seem-to forget that since that time they have been 
educated in the schooi of experience, for they really 
seem to feel that all they know now was acquired in the 
little, old school house on the hill, where on New Year’s 
day we assisted in carrying the master out and dumping. 
him head downward in a snow drift, or if that wasn’t feas- 
ible, placing a plank on the chimney and smoking him 
out. In those days there was an irrepressible conflict be- 
tween the teacher and his pupils, both using more energy 
and study in the endeavor to get ahead of each other than 
acquiring the rudiments of an education. We do not for- 
get now that the three “R’s” are still the great factors in 
acquiring an education and is good school work. The 
Board has insisted that good reading is much to be de- 
sired and must be given proper attention. That better 
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penmanship has obtained since the introduction of the 
vertical system all will admit. 

It has been suggested that spelling is a lost art, that 
the scholars can't spell as they used. It may be so, yet 
Dr. Winship of Boston, having this brought. to his atten- 
tion, claims that out of the grammar schools of Boston, 
their examination papers showed that 98 1-2 per cent. of 
the words were correctly spelled. One has only to go 
back to the old time spelling schools so dear to the hearts 
of many, and he will remember that the first round of 
spelling at least one-half would go down, the second time 
one-half of the remainder, and in a very short time there 
would be only two girls left to fight out the battle, the 
only really good spellers in the school. 

For the teachers, for the scholars and for the Board we 
extend a cordial “thank you” for your patience, your sup- 
port and your presence in our school rooms; at the enter- 
tainments and the graduating exercises of our schools.
